.T he paintings upon the walls 
were, many of them, choice specim ens 
of th e old masters, and inside of the 
solid silv er railing that enclosed the 
chancel wa- a full-sized marble statue 
of the bishop who was lov ed almost as 
a saint. 
It was a magnificent, work of 
art. an imposing decoration for which 
we had an admiration quite in excess

placed in the church many years ago

probably,about two hundred feet high, 
upon which is a chapel and the tomb 
of Santa Anna. 
N ear the top is the 
mast and sails of a ship encased in 
stone.

A ny­ 
thing that has value may be used as 
money. In ancient ¡Syracuse ami Britain 
tin was used as money, and we find that 
iron w as so used at one tim e in Sparta, 
pmces of silk in China, cattle in Rome 
and Germany, leather among the Car 
thag inians, nails in Scotland, lead in 
Burma, platinum in Russia, cubes of 
pressed tea inTartary. slaves among the 
Ang lo-Saxons, salt in Abyssinia, etc. 
Wampum is from an Alg onquin word 
m eaning “ white. ” 
The Indians have 
ev« *r b« *« m fond of ornaments, particu­ 
larly of beads. They used to make beads 
of seashells in tin* follow ing way: A 
frag ment of stone was w ith much care 
“ worked dow n” to the size of a small 
nail, having one end quite pointed, and 
it was then fastened to a piece of cam* 
or a re* d. With this simple tool the In ­ 
dian workman chipped off a bit of tin* 
inside of a conch shell or a part of the 
sln-11 of a hard clam and rubbed it down 
to the size desired. 
This l» it of shell he 
held iii his hand, placed the sharp end 
of the stone against it and then turned 
the stone around and around until a 
hole was drilled entirely throug h the 
shell. 
The shell beads thus tediously m anu­ 
factured were called wampum. 
These 
beads were either white or of a purple 
color, the last being valued much hig her 
than the firM. it was the very laborious 
way of m aking wampum that g ave it 
value.

After a long and hitter fight, in which 
the persistency of one young wom an tr i­ 
umphed over the deep rooted prejudices 
of the Canadian bench and bar and the 
somewhat milder opposition of a largo 
majority of the Ontario legislature, the 
doors of the law have been thrown open 
to women in Canada on even terms w ith 
men. 
The heroine of this rather remarkable 
battle is Miss Clara B M artin of T oron­ 
to. 
She i* about 
35 years old, rather 
above the medium height and is comely 
She matriculated in Toronto unive r­ 
sity in 18 8 0, was graduated in arts in 
18 9 0, taking high honors in m a th e m a t­ 
ics, and straightway petitioned the Law 
society to be entered as a " s tud e nt of 
th e la w s .’’ 
She was aware of the diffi­ 
culty in her path and fully ex pected the 
denial of her petition which followed 
The L a w society appointed a special 
committee to consider the application, 
and its report, given Sept. 15, 18 9 1, r e ­ 
fused the admission on the ground that 
the society had no legal authority to a d ­ 
m it women to 
membership. 
In tlie 
spring of 18 9 2 she petitioned the legis­ 
lature, and the Hon. W. D Balfour in­ 
troduced u bill to provide for tlie a d m is­ 
sion of women to*the study and practice 
of law. The discussion was a memorable 
one in the annuls of the Ontario house 
of assembly. 
Mr. Meredith, w ho was 
then the leader of the opposition in the 
house, fought the bill tooth and nail, 
and the casting vote of Premier Mowafc 
was all that saved it. 
On account of tin- strenuous opposi­ 
tion, however, the bill was allowed to 
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CLARA ¡5 MARTIN, 
go to the committee on laws, whf re a 
restricting clause was inserted adm itting 
wom en to practice a« solicitors only, 
and the bill passed in that shape. 
Miss 
M artin again petitioned the Law society 
for admission and was repulsed again 
Then « he set about doing a little m is­ 
sionary work among In r enemies, and 
finally Sir Oliver M ow a t’s influence and 
vote at a m eeting of the society on May 
15, 18 9 8 , gave her cause a majority of 
one. 
Sin' w as adm itted as a student at 
law. 
When the results of the first year law 
ex aminations were posted, Miss M a r ­ 
t i n’s name appeared high up on the list 
of successful students. 
At the last session of the legislature 
a bill was passed a d m itting women to 
practice in the courts. 
The last barrier 
to overcome was the recognition of this 
law by the Law society, and this was 
accomplished finally 
Miss Martin was 
called to the liar on Feb 
8 at a meeting 
of the beneliers in Osgoode hall 
She 
was congratulated by the members of 
the society and has begun her profes­ 
sional career by entering as a partner a 
law firm which in future will be known 
as Shelton, Wallbridge Ar Martin 
The Law society has decreed that 
women 
barristers 
shall 
wear 
black 
dresses, with w hite collar and w hite 
lawn tie, and the regulation barrister’s 
gown, and hats or bonnets must be re­ 
moved in court. 
Odd as it may seem, one of the chief 
argum ents of those w h o opposed Miss 
M a r ti n’s call to the bar was the insinua­ 
tion that before u susceptible judge or 
the ordinary jury a good looking and 
clever young woman would be likely to 
ex ercise an influence in pleading the 
cause of a client which no lawyer of the 
male persuasion could hope to combat. 


T h e Drpn« R e f or m M ove m e nt . 
It the dross reform movement has ac 
complished nothing else, it has brought 
m any clubs into being, it has started 
women thinking upon dress as a rational 
matter, and ir lias brought out an im- 
mense amount of curious information 
Our 
New England ancestors wore 
clothes of « omber hue and formal cut, 
but they were more ex travagant in pro­ 
portion to their 
m e an s 
than the most 
lux urious fashionables of today 
Their 
gowns were of silk, grosgrain, taffeta 
and fine coachm an’s cloth and goner 
ally overlaid with lace 
2 or 8 fingers 
broad, The materials cost from 10 to 40 
« hillings per yard, which, m aking al 
lowance for the buying power of money 
in those days, would be* in our present 
currency from $5 to $20 per yard 
Besides the gowns there were outer 
garm ents called capes, which were Ion 
ger than the present cape, but shorter 
than the cloak. 
T ip-e were faced with 
velvet or fine taffeta and trimmed with 
silk fringe or with lace. 
Some were plaited and crested down 
the back, so that the spinal column re 
sembled that of a horned lizard. 
Some 
of the leading women of quality carried 
tins plaiting and cresting to such an e x ­ 
treme that the preachers of thaf day r e ­ 
proved them for simulating " t h e 
v e n g e ­ 
ance of God known 
as the h unchback.’’ 
In 1720 the stylish gown was cut v< ry 
low in the neck. 
It ex posed half of the 
back and was so low in front that out of 
delicacy the chest was covered by a 
wide neckerchief of silk. 
The sleeve« began at the elbow and 


were almost as large at the shoulder as 
the present balloon sleeves. 
They were 
usually ^lashed or latticed both in front 
and back 
in the close of tho century the trains 
of g* win, or " t r a i l s . " as they were call­ 
ed in those days, were so lengthy that 
they were 
dubbed 
'Weep streets " 
These " t r a i l s " ranged from half a yard 
to 2 yards in length 
W r y often they 
were " t r ol l op e d " — that is, looped up on 
each side 
Pavements were rare in those days, so 
that w hen a lady called upon a friend 
either a servant or her cavalier brush d 
the dust from her " t r a i n" before enter 
ing the receiving room of her hostess 
In the forties and fifties American 
women were swept by a wave of crazi­ 
ness and adopted a shoe suitable enough 
for a w arm , dry climate, but absolutely 
deadly for that of this land 
It was tight 
fitting, made of fine black prunella, al 
paca or silk 
It hud what was known as 
the paper sole, paper meaning thickness 
and not material, and the toe was cov­ 
ered w ith a pretty piece of patent leath­ 
er 
The shoe was so thin that the feet 
became wet in crossing a lawn where 
there 
was a little dew. 
and, as for 
w a rm th in fold weather, they were so 
poor a protection against the chill that 
frozen toes and chilblains were so com 
moii as to ex cite no comment. 
The mere doing away of these horrors 
is enough to create a vast debt of grati 
tilde 
to 
our dress reformers and the 
dress reform clubs — M argherita Arliua 
H am m in New York Mail and Ex press.
